Attacks Foreign Policy 


US Concept of Soviet Challenged

William Marx Mandel spoke 
quietly and calmly Thursday 


to Sacramento State College 
students who, considering ad- 
vance publicity, might have 








expected to listen to a heated 
spiel of communist propagan- 
da. 

Mandel’s appearance on 
campus had been vigorously 
opposed by nearly 100 people 
and was met with pamphlets 
against him, distributed by 
Christian American Against 
Communism. 

Mande! refuted two quotes 
irr the pamphlet which con- 
cerned the communist inten- 
tion to conquer the capitalist 
world. 

He did not comment on 
statement describing him as 
“a Communist propagandist in 
the radio and television media 
who was identified as a Com- 
munist Party member in 1951, 
in testimony before the Sen- 
ate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee.” 

Different Name 

Mandel explained that the 


pamphlet was one which had 


been distributed when he 
spoke at Monterey Peninsula 
College. There, he said, the 
sponsoring group had a differ- 
ent name.

Mandel emphasized what the 
Communists have accomplish. 
ed 

He suggested that Ameri- 
cans planning to enter the 
Soviet Union be required to 
first visit strifetorn countries 
which are leaning towards 
communism. Comparing these 
countries with the Soviet 

Union, they would, he said, 
“understand the appeal of 
that system in those countr- 
ies.” 

Mandel also stressed that 
Russians want peace. “To 
anyone who has been in the 
USSR,” he told the audience, 

“the concept that a Russian 
wants to drop a bomb on any- 


one is shameful. { 


Challenge Audience 

“ I use the term shameful 
deliberately, he pointed out. 
“T use it deliberately because 
1 would like you to take it 
as a challenge to the sterotype 
you have.”
